DRUMMERS' DAY VERY POPULAR,

Itnilroad and Sleep ne Car Companios

The T. P. A. newspapor organs ocon-
i in ench issue o long list of holels
Whose proprictors have acooded 1o o re-
ducod rate for teaveling men, says the
Marchants' Travelor, bot & careful pe-
rusal [nils to discover on the roll many
first class houses, On the contrary,
most of the hotels mentioned are those
“oompuratively unknown to the better
<lngs of commercinl teavelors, and there-
fore the conoossions, mide o attract nt-
tention, are of no parcticulnr value to a
mujority of patrons,

Butl there are 1nstitutions which in-
terest all travelors alike—<the cailroads
and sleeping curs, DBy trusts and com-
binutions of ‘powerful corporations,
priees are kept up ond the traveling
publie is compolled to make a paving
investment out of a bankrupt enter-
prian in the way of passenger traltie,
while the flirms doing the shipping of
freight are compellod to pay threa or
four times the true value of transporta-
tion to enable the comnanios to get
huck the money which they have fool-
ishly invested in juvk-watur roads and
connoctions. ‘

A glance at the maps of Ohio, In-
disun and Illinols will convines the ob-
sorvor that these torritories do not re-
quire one-fourth of the network of rail-
romds to do all the commercial and
passenger business roguired, The re-
mainder are dond Limber, an incroase
of linbility to tho compnnies and a
curse to the people who have to pay
for it,

The result is thot ofeinls are con-
tinunlly gronning nt the small profits
connoctad with oporating  the rouads,
the stockholders growl abont the small
sige of the dividends, whila the  patron
justly complains because ho hns to pay
iogrent deal more for the teansportation
of himsell or merchandise hy stonm
than he would have to by horse power.
There are many horse car lines which
will thken man a dozen miles for 6
conts, and would be willing to do it for
half thint smount if they could be al-
lowad W use stenim instond of horse
power, while the eailroad companics
charge the full limit allowed by law
in all eases, or three conts o mile, for
runs of 100 miles or mors, and then
compluin becuuse  they do unot get
enough.

The next move is 1o see about raising
prices on freight transportntion. [t is
argued that B pee cout is not enough to
mule on capital invested, but of course
in this the watered stock is all fgured
inab par.  The sctunl cost of the rond
inmoney is ten millions. 1t has been
wiaterod to thivty millions. ‘I'he net
enrnings are throo millions, or thres
por cent on the alleged investment or
capitnl stock; but, as o matter of [act,
the pond has pmd 50 per cent on the
actunl money investod.

Last year the Rock TIsland rond
jumped its fourth-cluss freight from 10
10 21 conts between Chicago and Rock
Islnnd.  The only excuse for this nrbi-
trary procesding wias that the state of
Jown had passed some hostilo looisla-
tion which had made the eaileond
officinls ungry.

Another feature of travel which noods
the sttention of the powers that be, is
the sleeping ear system, aod b is evi-
dent that a little attention on the part
of the publie will do some good, for, in
Lthie west, where people are wont 1o us-
sart themselves move foreibly thuan
elsewhere, the accommodations aro in-
finitely better than in other sections,
and the charges are more moderate.
The Pullman system is getting about
unhearabte, with the petty, arbitrary
rules, the forced feeing of the crew ne-
cessary 1o run the car, the exorbitant
charges—§2 for three hours' sleap in
some instances—and the many annoy-
nnees to which the traveler is sub-
jected.

If the T. P. A. managers would de-
vote their attention to mitigating the
evils practiced by railroads and sleeping
car companies for awhile and give the
hotels o rest, it seems that more real
benefits might be derived. For in-
stanece, let word be passed along the
[ine tothe effect thot no feeine shall ba
fone to porters on sleeping oars, unless
in povment for actual servico rendered,
and thos force Lhe |rrt.p|'inlnrd to pay
the snluries of their own help, and wurlk
other bmprovemonts,

The goncreal passenrer agents of the
pountry nre not at all unanimous re-
rurding the subject of a five thousund
mile ticket. First o few radlrond men,
aclmived for their sagaeity and good
judgment on all matters pectaining to
their interests, have declared them-
salvos uneguiveeally  opposed to the
gevornl  introduction of a 5,000 mile
book. Ameng othor apoparently good
gronnds for their onposition, one im-
portant feature that must, yot ean  not,
ba overcome, in order to secure the
genvral  ndoption of the 5,000 mile
. ticket, is the guestion of long and short
haul to und from any given points.
- The milenge from distant points in the
west to New York city varies fro-
gquently over difforent rouds upwards of
a hundred miles, Given a 5,000 mile
- tickot over all the lines connecting the
two cities under consideration, the
triwveling salesman will certainly take
the short line. He not only saves his
milenge, but several hours time, which
is ap hmportant item. The long lines
would in consequence be out of the
vico, lose the advantago of the diffeven-
tinl rate enjoyoed under existing condi-
tions, wnd would be completely at the
morey of the short lines. That the
long lines will oppose and defent any
mensures for the general adoption and
introduction of 5,000 wile books, is still
evident,
